The applicants are cordially thanked for the 'Amendment After Final Rejection Under 37 CFR 1.116' (filed 24 October 2006). 

However, the applicants' proposed 'Amendment After Final Rejection Under 37 CFR 1.116' (filed 24 October 2006), if entered, would at 
least newly introduce for instance the limitations of "a display assembly mounted inside the headgear to the lower headgear portion for 
being located below at least one of the user's eyes so as not to obstruct the user's vision, the display assembly having a viewing display 
with direct viewing optics facing the user and positioned inward from the lower headgear portion for displaying information, the information 
being visible when said at least one of the user's eyes looks downwardly at the viewing display, the display assembly being configured to 
be adjustable by the user while the headgear system is worn by the user for changing the orientation of the display and the direct viewing 
optics" to independent claim 1 . 

Such limitations, if incorporated into present claim language, would dramatically alter inventive scope of the claims, requiring additional 
search and consideration. 

By such reasoning, non-entry of the proposed 'Amendment After Final Rejection Under 37 CFR 1.116' (filed 24 October 2006) is deemed 
proper and necessary at this time. Due to the proposed amendments not being entered, applicants' arguments are not commensurate in 
scope with the current claims.
